FROM NORFOLK TO LIVERPOOL, 


A New Steamship Company Organized to 
Control Traffic. 

BaLtrmore, Md., July 16.—The Manufac- 
turers’ Record of this week will make the an- 
nouncement that prominent New York ship- 
ping men interested in the steamship business, 
in connection with English shipowners and 
the Norfolk and Western Railroad Company, 
have organized a North American Transport 
Company, somewhat on the order of the At- 
lantic transport line organized in Baltimore 
a few years ago, which has done such an enor- 
mous shipping business from Baltimore, 
and which now runs a number of regular line 
steamers from here to British and continental 
ports. The North American Transport Com- 
pany will have offices in New York, London, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, West Hartlepo and Nor- 
folk. 

Its steamers will run from Norfolk to Liver- 
pool, London, Bremen, and other ports as fast 
as business can be developed. The service will 
be operated in connection with the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad Company, whose support, 
under an arrangement made with them, is 
fully assured to the steamship lines. This 
road, whose enormous increase of traffic during 
the last decade is one of the wonders of Amer- 
ican railroading, has just completed and 
equipped a first-class line to connect with the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company, 
to the west and southwest, thus enabling it, in 
conjunction with its existing connections with 
other lines to the south and southwest, to rank 
with the trunk lines of the country. 

In addition to its large cotton exports, it will 
now control the traffic in miscellaneous car- 
goes, thus making it an important feeder to 
ocean steamships. 


IT WAS A BAD DREAM 


That Came Upon the Fishermen at. East- 
port. 

Eastrort, Me., July 16.—For the past 
month or two there has been excellent fishing 
in Passamaquoddy waters, and many of our 
citizens have availed themselves of it. It.is 
difficult to tell just where the boundary line is, 
and our people have been chased and other- 
wisé annoyed by the Dominion ¢ruiser 
“Dream,” her officers claiming that the A meri- 
can boats were fishing in Canadian waters. 

Eastport boats were fishing today as usual, 
when the Dream suddenly appeared, seized 
seven of the boats, landed the occupants on 
Dog island, and towed the boats to St. 
Andrews, N. B., where they will be confiscated. 
Considerable excitement prevails oyer the 
affair, and when a resident of Campo Bello, 
who is alleged to have been acting as informer 
to the Canadian authorities, appeared in town 
today, he was chased by a crowd of indignant 
citizens and was glad to get away to his boat 
without a broken head. The owners of the 


seized boats will of course lose them and their 
contents. 


ITALY AND THE FAIR. 


Italians Meet and Ask Their Country to 
Reconsider. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—A number of citi- 
zens of Italian birth, representing the District 
of Colum bia, Maryland and Virginia, met this 
evening at the Arlington hotel to consider the 
refusal of the Italian government to partici- 
pate in the Chicago world’s fair. 

Dr, T. 8. Verdi, of Washington, presided and 
made aspeech expressing the hope that no 
financial reasons would be allowed to 
deter Italy from being represented 
at Chicago. Professor Fava, son of Baron 
Fava, who was recently Italian minister, but 
who is a naturalized citizen, and other Italian- 
Americans, expressed similiar views and then 
aset of resolutions were adopted, urging the 
Italian government to reconsider its decision, 
and to accept the friendly invitation; also in- 
viting all progressive American citizens of 
Italian birth: to unite in this movement. A 
copy of the resolutions will be forwarded 
through the diplomatic channel to the Italian 
government.

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FIRE DURING A STORM. 


THE EXCITEMENT IN WEST &U- 
PERIOR YESTERDAY 


DURING A TERRIBLE WIND AND RAINSTORM 


The Alarm of Fire Is Raised and « Large 
Hotel Is Soon in Ashes—Five Dead — 
Bodies Taken from the Ruius. | " 


Sr. Pav, Minn., July 16.—A West Superior, 
Wis., special to The Pioneer Press says: A 
windstorm of terrific violence swept over 
Superior today, carrying death and destruction 
in its path. The wind was accompanied by @ 
pouring rain, and the air was heavily charged 
with eiectricity. The storm lasted only about 
thirty minutes, but during that period many 
thousands of doilars of damage was done, be 
sides the taking of least five lives and the 
visiting of terrible injuries upon many 
persons. During the progress of the storm an 
alarm of fire was turned in from the fifth ward 


‘and the department responded to find the 


new, large, three-story frame hotel on Third 
street, near Lamborn avenue, a mass of ruins. 
The news flashed over the city with startling 
rapidity. Hacks and drays containing their 
loads flew to the scene of disaster. In the 
meantime the rain was falling in torrents and 
the lightning was crashing like artullery. The 
building is a complete wreck. 7 

In spite of the pouring rain, visitors rushed 
in and assisted the firemen in the caus6é | ) 
rescue. Meninall professions and walks of 
life stood shoulder to shoulder and worked 
with only the thought of humanity’s sake 
Work is still in progress, fresh men taking thé 
places ofthose who give up through fatigue 
Fully 3,000 people. were at the ruins, At a late 
hour tonight five men had been taken ouwp 
dead, two fatally and several more or less 
seriously injured. 

The assistant chief of the fire department 
sustained a broken leg by the parting of a rope 
which was being used to pull away wreckage. 
An eyewitness of the disaster says he saw & 
crew of workmen run intoa building to seek 
shelter from the storm. Fully thirty or forty 
men must have been inside. They 
were distributed over all the floors. 
It appears that the men on the third 
floor took warning first, and five were seen to 
jump and get away in safety. 

This disaster was the central feature, but 
much damage was done in all directions. ‘Phe 
steel hoisting and conveying apparatus em-~ 
ployed by the Silver Creek and Morris &nd 
Ohio coal companies was badly damaged. 

A large frame building was blown down 
at the corner of Third and Tower streets. South 
Superior and the steel plant report a number 
of buildings leveled, but no casualties. Light- 
ning played havoc with the Fisher hotel, Uni- 
tarian church, union depot and other bufild- 
ings, but no serious fires resulted. Had one 
broken out it would have found the city praie<.

A BUNCH OF ACCIDENTS, 


Which Happened in a Small Town °in 
Pennsylvania. 
PITTSBURG, July 16.—The following chapter 
of accidents comes from Rankin Station, near 
Braddock : 


Yesterday morning David Bell, aged twenty- 


nine years, employed at the Carrie furnace, 
and a boarder at the house of Charles McGrat- 
tin, left for his work. Hedid not return for 
supper, and at 7 o’clock last evening his naked 
body was found floating in the Monongahela 
river. He had been drinking hard of late, and 
it isnot known whether he was accidentally 
drowned while swimming, or committed 
suicide. 

Two hours later a Jamp exploded in McGrat- 
tin’s dwelling, and two of his children, Robert 
and Charles, aged seven and ten years respect- 
ively, who were sleeping at the time, were 
burned up with the house. 

This morning about daylight, Henry Rowe 
and Peter Knee, who boarded with McGrat- 
tin, went to the ruins to look for some of the 
effects. While searching in the debris a brick 
chimney fell on them, almost instantly killing 
Rowe and fatally injuring Knee. The men 
were about thirty years of age and single. 

Dr. Cope, who was called to attend Peter 
Knee, was driving home this morning when 
his horse ran away and wrecked the vehicle. 
The doctor was thrown out and injured so 
badly that he may die. 

Peter Knee died about 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, making five deaths so far.

GOVERNOR BUCHANAN 


WILL LEAD THE TROOPS AGAINST 
THE RIOTERS. 


THE TROUBLE AT THE BRICEVILLE MINES. 


The Governor Addresses a Large Assem- 
blage of Miners, but Without Effect. 
Fight Probable Before Daylight. 


Kwoxvitis, Tenn., July 16.—[Special.}— 


| The situation at the Briceville mines and all 


the Coal creek region is very serious tonight, 

Governor Buchanan, with two companies of 
state military from Chattanooga and one from 
this place, reached there at noon today. The 
miners showed no disposition to molest them. 

THE GOVERNOR SPEAKS. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon aboat seven 
hundred miners metin a grove and were ad- 
dressed by the governor. He told them that 
he hoped an amicable settlement could be 
reached, He wassorry of the difficulty, but 
that it was his sworn duty to uphold the law, 
and that, he said, frankly and emphatically, 
he would do. Hespoke at some length, and 
said that, if the law was wrong which per- 
mitted convicts to be worked in the mines, 
the law must be changed, as it would be en- 
forced while on the statute books. 

A STURDY MINER TALKS. 

A leader of the miners replied to the gov- 
ernor. He said that the law required the op- 
erators to keep a “‘check”” weigher at the 
mine, and this the company had not done, and 
this was the cause of all the trouble. The 
miner was most enthusiastically cheered by the 
crowd, while the governor’s speech fell flat. 

THE MEN DETERMINED. 

During the afternoon every effort has been 
made to reach a compromise, but utterly with- 
out avail. The men, while still orderly, swear 
that the convicts shall never go into the mine, 
and thus deprive their families of bread. They 
openly boast that not only shall no convicts go 
into this mine now in question, but that the 
convictsin the Knoxville Iron Company’s 
mine, 125, shall leave. The various operators 
had determined to put in 400 convicts, 200 into 
the Tennessee company’s mine, the one 
over which the trouble has arisen, 

THE NEGROES AFRAID. 

It is learned tonight that an effort was made 
a few days ago to put in negro miners, but that 
no negro could be found to work, asthe miners 


| told them they would be shot down like dogs, 


and there is no doubt but that it would be done, 
The miners are nearly all East Tennesseans, 
and have been raised around the mines, where 
they work. -The East Tennessee mountaineer 
does not know what fear is, and though they 
are without education, they are as sharp as any 
men. 

‘ THE CONVICTS MUST LEAVE. 

A telegram from Briceyille at 8:30 o'clock, 
from a perfecly reliable source, says everything 
is in a state of surpressed excitement tonight, 
and that the men declare the convicts must 
and shall leave. An attack on the troops 
around the stockades is expected before morn- 
ing. Governor Buchanan is in camp with the 
militia, and avows his intention tolead the 
men in case an attack is made. 

FEARS FOR THE GOVERNOR. 
There is great excitement here tonight over 


“thesituation. A number of citizens will go to. 


the mines at 10 o’clock. Fears are entertained 
for Governor Buchanan in case trouble arises, 
as his force amounts to nothing in the face of 
1,000 mountaineers armed with Winchester 
rifles. The men will not deliberately hurt 
any of the troops or the governor, but if a con- 
test occurs, Buchanan is not the man to retire 
before anenemy. It is reported here that the 
governor has ordered more troops from 
Memphis and Nashville, though this is not 
confirmed officially. 

A private dispatch just received from the 
mines says the miners intend to cut the tele- 
graph wires tonight and drive the convicts off 
at all hazards before reinforcements can come.

DUEL TO THE DEATH. 


A Bloody Affair on the Streets of Birm- 
ingham. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 16—[Special.]— 
First avenue and Twentieth street, the most 
prominent corner in Birmingham, was the 
scene this afternoon of a duel to the death, be- 
tween two men noted for courage and physical 
prowess. Eugene Byarsis the best known 
United States deputy marshal in Alabama, 
and Wis Garner is an ex-policeman. The 
two men fell out some time ago over a remark 
Garner made about Byars’s’ wife, 
and bad feeling has existed between them. 
They met in a saloon this afternoon 
and had a fist fight,in which Byars struck 
Garner over the eye. Garner went off and 
armed himself and came back, but was 
arrested and gave bond. About nightfall he 
was standing in the saloon at the corner above 
named when Byars entered. Both drew pis- 
tols and Byars shot first. When it was over 
both pistols, six shooters, were empty and 
Garner had three wounds in his chest and 
stomach, from which hé will die. Byars is 
wounded in the side, but is not much hurt. 
Many bystanders heard bullets whizzing and 
made narrow escapes. 


THERE WILL BE NO DUEL, 


Because the Police Have Arrested Both of 
the Principals. 


Ricumonp, Va., July 16.—[Special.}]—J. 
Preston Carson, son of Rev. Dr. T. M. Carson, 
rector of St. Paul’s church, Lynchburg, and A. 
Bierne Blair, both leading society representa- 
tives of this city, were arrested early this 
morning, as it was believed the former had 
challenged the latter to fight a duel. The 
difficulty grew out of a remark made by Blair 
that Carson had acted cowardly at Old Point, 
a few days ago, in not going to the rescue of 
Lynw Antrim, who was in danger of 
drowning, and who was brought to the shore 
by Blair. Carson’s explanation of the matter 
is that he was himself nearly exhausted 
swimming when Antrim called for help, and 
he did not think the young man was ina very 
dangerous position.

ENTERTAIN THE ALLIANCEMEN 


A Large Crowd and Much Enthu- 
siam Manifested. 


ATHENS, Ga., July 16.—[{Special.}—Long } 


before the hour appointed for the meeting the 
alliancemen began to crowd into the college 
campus, and by 10 o’clock a crowd of appar- 
ently three thousand people had gathered 
about the platform in front of the old dorma- 
tory building. There, under the shade of an- 
cient trees, where generations of distinguished 
Georgians have trained, and within sight of 
the clasic halls of the old Franklin college, 
the people stood for more than three hours, 
listening to the discussion of finance and po 
litical economy, heavily loaded with statistics. 
They heeded netiher the passing shower nor 
the broiling sun, but stood, with patient atten- 
tion, drinking in eagerly every word that was 
said. 

It was a thoroughly representative audience, 
and with it a considerable sprinkling of 
thoughtfvl looking business men. It was one 
of the events of the day that the mayor of the 
vity planted himself squarely on the Ocala plat- 
form. General Weaver and Colonel Polk 
talked with great emphasis on the union of 
interest and union by organization of the west 
and the south. 


Mayor Brown's Alliance Speech. 

The address of welcome was delivered by 
Mayor Brown, who made astraight-out al- 
Jiance speech,endorsing everything in the plat- 
form until hecame tothe sub-treasury plan. 
In regard to that he ridiculed the idea that it 
was unconstitutional. This no one had at- 


tempted to prove. 

“Tn 1848,’’he said, ‘the French nation adopted 
‘nd successfully carried out a system involv- 
ing the same principles as the sub-treasury 
‘plan. But we need not seek precedents in for- 
eign countries. In this country that which is 
denied the farmers is conceded as a matter of 
right to the distillers. Nearly four thousand 

istillers have the privilege of depositing 
whisky in bond and receiving therefor certifi- 
— on which money may be borrowed in any 

nk. 

“In the name of God,” said he, “if this is 

ot the the sub-treasury plan, what is it?’ 

Laughter and applause. ] 

“The government time after time has loaned 
money to syndicates and corporations to hold 
expositions, and that without security. Yet, 
when the farmer asks the privilege of borrow- 
jng money on good security, it is unconstitu- 
tional. In the name of God, I ask, can this 
constitution be stretched to suit the conven- 
fence of acilass? Isit to favor 30 per cent of 
the people? This is not the constitution our 
Zorefathers fought for. 

‘The impregnable breastworks of the alli- 
ance position is its perfect candor and fairness. 
If this is not the best measure, they ask their 
critics to propose a better one. If they fail or 
refuse, all honest, intelligent, thinking men 
will stand by the alliance and its measure. 

‘‘To a southern man, the proposition that it 
would be foolish and impracticable for the 
government or anybody else to loan money on 
cotton is absurdin the extreme.’’ Since the 
war, he said the whole banking system of the 
gouth bas been based on cotton. Factors have 
raised money on cotton deposited in ware- 
houses. It is time that the producers of cot- 
ton should have ‘that privilege. He made 
three charges against the government: 

‘First, it has proscribed its own soil as se- 
curity. Second, it has ever protected the few 
againt the many. Third, it has reduced the 
circulating medium to a point where trusts 
and monopolies are not only possible, but 
absolutely inevitable. The people have arisen 
in their might to change this order of things. 
“You are not wood orstone, but men, and being 
men, these wrongs must be remedied. When 
‘the mind contemplates this state of things, the 
wonder is that the very stones of the republic 
do not rise up in mutiny. Poets have sung of 
this as the land of the free and the home of 
the brave. Yes, thank God, itis the home of 
the brave. These people have the courage to 
right these wrongs, and when the alliance 
shall have righted these wrongs, it will be the 
land of the free.’’ 

Looking up at the classic surroundings of 
the college campus, he said: 

‘‘Where Toombs has thundered and Hill 

rsuaded, I raise my voice in defense of the 

armer’s cause, and wish him Godspeed, 
[Great cheering and “Hurrah for Brown!’’] 
and, my countrymen, why should not I be 
with you? Among your devoted officers and 
within yourown ranksare bone of my bone and 
fiesh of my flesh. Thy people are my people 
and thy God my God; and whither thou goest, 
so long as you stand upon your present princi- 
ples, I will go.” [Applause.] 

Mr. Brown closed with a special welcome to 
the women of the alliance. 


President Polk’s Speech. 


Hon, W. A. McDowell then introduced 
President Polk, who was received with cheers. 

“T envy not the heart of that American who 
could stand in this inspiring presence and be 
unmoved,” said he. ‘I see in this sea of faces 
the bright and hopeful eye of the youth of 
Georgia. Standing in your presence to discuss 
great questions, I would be untrue to you, un- 
true to myself and untrue to posterity if I 
were to dodge or fail to speak the truth. d will 
speak the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, as I understand it. Ihave no 
sugar pills for anybody. We have had taffy 
enough in this country.” 

He had traversed much of this country, and 
had been made to fee) its greatness as he sped 
along this net work of 156,000 miles of railway, 
*“but,’’ said he, “I forget those rivers, this 
magnificent scenery, the great and populous 
cities, when I think of the men without whom 
that magnificent railway would grow up in 
grass and civilization be paralyzed, without 
whom, even Jay Gould would not be able to 
purchase a breakfast. I forget these magnifi- 
cent resources and rejoice in the greatness of 
this country, because its destiny is committed 
to these men.”’ [Cheers.] 

He asked the audience if they ever saw the 
time when railroads and manufacturing entez- 
prises prospered and cities and towns cnet 
up as.now. Their truthful answer must be 
*‘no.”? Then he asked if they ever saw the 
time when agricuiture languished as now. 
The same answer must be given to that ques- 
tion, when we hear one universal wail of hard 
times coming up from 7,000,000 homes. There 
is a cause for this. The farmers propose to 
find it ge and by - A of God they pro- 
pose remove it. “Thirty years ago,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the farmers owned 70 per saat ae the 
wealth of the country, and now less than 22 
per cent, and today four-fifths of their land is 
wrapped up in mortgages. Still, they pay 80 
per cent of all the tax.”’ 

Ke called attention tothe rapid growth of 
agriculture between 1850 and 1860, and the 
slow progress in late years. He then went 
into the discussion of the public debt. ‘And 
yet they call this statesmanship. God deliver 
us from such statesmanship.”—[Colonel Liv- 
ingston—And the statesmen, too.’’]

They stand around on 
the street corners and talk against this meas- 
ure, but when we invite them to come on the 
platform and discuss itin a manly way, they 
are not there.” He was charitable enough to 
believe that’ patriotic men who op- 

subtreasury plan did not 
understand it. The majority of 
the opponents of the subtreasury plan were 
using it asa dodge. They are opposed to the 
entire platform. In the same way those who 
are fighting the alliancein Georgia are oS 
ing the issue by attacking the person of L. F.

$43,500,000,000 of the property in this country 
$17,500,000,000 was assessed for taxation and 
of this $14,000,000,000 was the property of the 
farmers. Every dollar’s worth of the prop- 
erty which enjoys the protec- 
tion of government should pay its 
share to the support of that government. 
The Farmers’ Alliance, by the help of God, 
proposes to inaugurate such a system of gov- 
ernment. 

Colonel] Polk, after reviewing the platform, 
invited any man tocome upand take thirty- 
five minutes of his time and discuss it. ‘‘Ye 
straight-laced, old-time Jeffersonian dem- 
ocrats come up here and learn true democracy 
from the alliance,’’ said he. Then he quoted 
this from Jefferson’s works, vol. 4, page 41: 

“The question will be asked, and ought to 
be looked at, what is to be the recourse if loans 
cannot be obtained? There is but one, ‘Car- 
thage delenda est;’’ Carthage must be 
destroyed. Bank paper must be  sup- 
pressed and the circulating medium 
must be restored to the nation, to whom it be- 
longs, Itis the only fund on which they can 
rely for loans; itis the only recourse which 
can never fail them, and it is an abundant one 
for their necessary purposes. Treasury bills 
bottomed on taxes, bearing or not bearing in- 
terest, as may be found necessary, thrown into 
circulation, will take the place of so much gold 
and silver, which, when great, willfind an 
efflux into other countries, and thus Keep the 

uantum of the medium in necessary level. 

t banks continue, if they please, but let 
them discount for cash alone or for treasury 
notes.’ 

‘“‘Jeffersonian democrats,’’ exclaimed Col- 
onel Polk, ‘‘come here and listen to 
the great father of the subtreasury plan! 
John C. Calhoun asked and I repeat the ques- 
tion: ‘Why charge the people interest for 
government credit when it may be seit to 
them for nothing?’ ’’ 

Colonel Polk pledged the alliance to 
say nothing more about the subtreasury plan 
if its opponents would bring them semething 
which would give the relief the bill contem- 
plates. If that was not done he pledged the 
alliance to stand by the subtreasury bill, world 
without end. 

This was cheered. A great many held up 
their hands on this pledge when it was put to 
them. He referred to the pegeon-holing of thé 
farmers’ petition in congress, and said: 

‘‘Georgians, you will never get any relief 
at the hands of the national congress until you 
change the form of that petition. You have 
got to send tocongress petitions six feet long, 
with brains at one end and boots at the other. 
You have got to throw off the party collar and 
put your demands in the ballot box.” [Cheers.] 

He quoted some of the criticisms of the alli- 
ance. 

‘**So you have Fam into politics. [A voice, 
‘‘Done gone.’’}] You are going toruin the party. 
[A voice, ‘‘Democratic party.’”’"] The fellows 
who talk that way areabout afoot high. They 
don’t know the difference between politics and 
pasty. Weare non-partisan, but thank God 
we are not non-political. I thank God I have 
lived to see the day when the great masses of 
the American people have gone into politics. 
Do you know what party issue is? n these 
latter days it is a collarround your neck with 
a chain to it.”’ 

He urged the alliancemen to go up to the 
legislature and importune it to pass a law to 
make tax collectors assessors, so as to unearth 
the hidden property which pays no tax. 

Referring to Cleveland’s silver letter, he 
said some of the democratic papers said the 
letter was wrong, and now they have taken it 
all back and can’t tell you to save their lives 
whether it is right ornot. They are waiting 
to be told by their boss. He compared them 
to a man three-fourths drunk who asked a 
man “‘which is the other side of that street ?”’ 
‘“‘Why that’s the other side.’’ ‘Well-con- 
found-that fellow; when I was on that side 
he told me this was the other side.” [Great 
laughter, |

weeping with intolerable grief, the boys in 
blue came and divided with them the last 
hard-tack in theirhaversacks. The war with 
the people has been over for twenty-five years, 
but the loud-mouthed politicians, who got 
mad in 1865, have been shooting at each other 
ever since from the safe distance of five hun- 
dred to a thousand miles. I have been a con- 
sistent democrat, but I have done something I 
am ashamed of;I have voted for men on the 
plea of availability. There were men in the 
war who were brave heroes, and I would not 
give a snap of my finger for a 
man who does not share in that glory, but the 
proudest boast of the southland is that your 
scepter is omnipotent. 

“If asked to a to moral heroism, I 
would not go to the legions of Lee, brave and 
heroic as they were, but I would go to one 
of your quiet homes and point to that woman 
whose fingers had never known a ruder touch 
than the keys of the piano; who, when all 
was swept away by the simoon of war, rolled 
up her sleeves and said: ‘We, the women of 
the south, accept the situation.’ I would 
ask all the immortal heroes of the heroic 
dead to join me in saluting her as the queen of 
heroism.’’ 


General Weaver’s Speech. 

President George G. Morrell, of the county 
alliance, introduced General Weaver, referring 
to his connection with the greenback party 
and his endorsement by democrats who voted 
for him for congress. 

He began by rejoicing at this uprisingin the 
south. ‘T'wo years ago he could not have been 
made to believe thatsucha state of public 
sentiment was possible. 

‘“Thaveno usefora government not ad- 
ministered in the interest of the people and 
the taxpayers,”’ said he; “a government not 
administered that wayisafraud. Sectional- 
ism has been kept alive by. partisans for the 
p of robbing the taxpayers, 

“f suppose you have been afflicted with 
some of that kind of cattle down here. 
{Laughter}. If this andience was in Kansas 
we could not tell it froma Kansas audience. 
Thank God thatjthis movement has brought 
fraternization of the people, aud the people of 
the northwest will mect you squarely on the 
Ocala platform. [Great cheers]. Who was it that 
invited you back into the union and killed the 
fatted calffor you? It was not these same

“Reformers always draw their i on 
from above, and I believe that God is in this 
movement, because it has the spirit of 
Christianty.

General Weaver then went into the discus- 
sion of the national banking system, making 
substantially the same argument he had made 
in Americus and Atlanta. He enlivened the ar- 
gument by telling of a Florida national banker 
named Moore, who made a speech against 
the national bank system. When the speak- 
ing was over, a man saidtohim: ‘‘Moore, how 
is this? I thought you were running a na- 
tional bank, and here you are 
makin a speech against it.” Moore 
repli “T am against the system, 
because I know it is wrong, but while it is in 
force I am taking advantage of it. When you 

et down on all fours, and put asaddle on your 

ack and spurson my feet, Iama foolif I 
don’t ride.’ 

The speaker illustrated the effect of currency 
contraction by telling of a boy who put a 
rubber im his mouth and began tostretch. He 
pulled and I pulled, and finally he let go. It 
was the contraction that hurt me. [Laughter.] 
The expansion didn’t hurt a particle. 
He told of corn sold for twelve and one-half to 
sixteen cents a bushel which it cost 22 cents 
to produce. 

‘It was sold tomen in the national bank 
subtreasury scheme—men who got money from 
the government at 1 per cent and lentit at 8, 
The present struggle is between a subtreasury 
scheme for the bankers and a subtreasury 
scheme forthe people. That corn sold for 
sixty to seventy-five cents a bushel, and the 
advance went into the hauds of the specula- 
tors and not into the hands of the producers. 
Now, we who do the corn. and wheat raising 
are going to strike hands with you cotton 
raisers, and we are going to see that this thing 
shall come to an end, and that those who 
do the fighting and taxpaying shall be served 
first. You know the good book says the 
oe shall be the first to partake of the 

ruits.’’ 

He described the process of national bank- 
ing as one like that in which a man should, 
through liking for another, lend him $100,000 
and furnish the security himself. ‘For 
twenty-five years,’’ said he, ‘the taxpayers of 
the country have been lending to the national 
banks an average of $275,000,000 of money at 
1 per cent and furnishing the security. 

‘‘Look out, you will hurt the democratic 
arty! Wellthe democratic party has been 
1urting your family all this time. I want to 

say that if the republican party, or the demo- 
cratic party, or the people’s party, to which I 
belong, have not manhood enuvugh and honor 
enough to come to the defense of the people in 
their struggle with plutocracy in this country, 
then I want nothing moreto do with those 
parties. [Great cheering. | 

**T’ll tell you how the democratic party can 
get the alliance vote. If it will elect a 
speaker in sympathy with the Ocala platform 
and appoint committees of the same kind, and 
pass the measures demanded by the alliance, 
it will get the alliance vote. But, of course, 
they won’t do it any more than the angel 
Gabriel will come down here now. They 
don’t know how.’’ 

Here an enthusiastic citizen shouted: ‘I’m 
half Irish and on that side.”’ 

Amid great laughter General Weaver re- 
plied: ‘‘That’s all right. Keep on and you 
will get the other half there.”’ 

He continued: ‘‘You make a great mistake 
to’ suppose the government is in Washington. 
It is right here among the people. You are 
the uncrowned kings of America. [Cheeré.] 
You can never get good government from 
Washington. You must send it there,”’

' At this point the enthusiastic citizen began 
talking, and after several attempts to quiet 
him he had to be taken out. 

Then General Weaver went through his long 
argument on the contraction of the currency. 
It was full of figures, but the crowd listened. 
There was an old gent'eman sitting on the 
corner of the platform, who resembled old 
Father Time about as much as Colonel Liv- 
ingston resembles the uncle of his country. 
He held his hand up tohis earand appeared 
to be drinking in alliance doctrine with un- 
quenchable thirst. It was a severe test 
of a speaker’s equanimity, but General 
Weaver was not at all disturbed. On the 
contrary he seized the chance to make the old 
man the typical father of the family of forty- 
two children, which he usesin his argument. 

The old gentleman seemed vyery much 
affected, and heartily applauded when the 
history of that remarkable family had been 
traced to the point where the sudden rush of 
forty-two children returning in his old age, 
turned the head of the many times father and 
sent him to the asylum. 

At the conclusion of General Weaver's 
speech three cheers were given for the Ocala 
platform.

President Law welcomed the delegates to 
Augusta, and made a report as chairman of the 
committee appointed tocarry the garnishment 
bill before the legislature and urge its passage 
Mr. Law said action on the bill had been 
delayed, but it would come up for con- 
sideration at this session of the legislature, 

W. J. Beggs, Walter Nelson and J. G. Mc- 
Galick were appointed to draw up a constitu- 
tion and bylaws. 

Reports from all the officers were ready, and 
were adopted. 

The entire morning was taken up in dis- 
cussing the garnishment bill, which the gro- 
cers want made a state law. It is as follows: 
A bill to amend section 3554 of the code of 1882, 

which exempts from process of garnishment 

the wages of journeymen mechanics and da 


laborers, by making 25 per cent, or less, of su 
wages subject to garnishment, and for other 


urposes. 

Bection 1. Be it enacted by the genéral assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That section 3554 of the. 
code of 1882 be amended by ad 
word ‘‘other,” in the last line ereof, the 
following words: “To the extent of 75 per 
cent of their wages, but the remaining 25 per 
cent, or less, shall be subject to process of 
liabilities of garnishment.” ,Said section when 
amended s read as follows: 

Mechanics and day laborers shall be ex- 
empt from process of liabilities, or from 
garnishment on their daily, weekly or 
monthly wages, whether in the handsof their 
employers ator tothe extent of 75 per cent of 
their wages. But the remaining 25 per cent,or less, 
shall be subject to process and liabilities of gar- 
nishment. 

Sec. 2. Be it likewise enacted, that all laws and 
arts of laws as conflict with this act, be and are 
ereby repealed. 

The grocers argued thatthe bill is not iy- 
tended to oppress the poor man or wage earners, 
as many thought, but to protect merchants, 
which protection they are entitled to. 

On motion of Mr. J. H. Meyer, the secretary 
was instructed to write to each branch associa- 
tion in the state and in the towns where there 
are no branches. Merchants will be requested 
— to write to their representatives 
n the legislature, requesting their support of 
the bill when it comes up this month. 

The convention adjourned atl o’clock and 
reconvened at 3 o’clock this afternoon.

Congressman Watson’s Position. 

That Hon. Tom Watson, the bright and 
active young congressman ‘from the tenth 
district possesses the ability to be of great 
service to the people of his state in the 
great reforms being sought, cannot be 
doubted. But that his ability is being em- 
ployed to the benefit of the people of the 
south, alliancemen or otherwise, is to be 
very seriously doubted. 

Let us preface our jremarks with the 
assurance that for the eloquent young 
member-elect we have the highest per- 
sonal consideration and our comment on 
his position is based entirely on our de- 
sire to have the public understand the 
true situation of affairs without looking 
through the blackened glass which Mr. 
Watson has put between the people and 
the democratic party. 

Mr. Watson is not an allianceman, but 
it will be observed that he has outstrip- 
ped even the most active Jeaders of the 
order in his attack on the democratic 
party. His position is evidently one of 
acute and determined opposition to the 
democracy and in this he appears to 
have undertaken to lead the alliance out 
of the democratic fold with him. In 
other words he has set the pace and ex- 
pects the alliance to follow. That the 
alliance will not do so is assured in the 
position of its real leaders in the state— 
those who have authority to speak for 
it and who are now engaged in working, 
as alliancemen and democrats, the great 
problems of reform which the people are 
_ dikewise studying. 

In his speech at the capitol, Wednes- 
day night, Mr. Watson said: 


We arein the midst of a great crisis. The war 
ison. Whatis the situation? We have before us 
three or four platforms. We have the republican 
plantform, the democratic platform and the Ocala 
platform. Isay here and now that the Ocala plat- 
form is the best of the three. Itis the only one 
that breathes the breath of life. The others are 
s0 much alike you can’t tell them apart. 


With this as a text his arraignment of 
the democratic party was about as com- 
plete as any republican could have made 
it and we are satisfied that the speech 
left Mr. Watson in less favor with his 
audience than it was when it greeted his 
appearance. 

What do the alliance leaders say of 
the relations existing between the party 
and the order? Does Mr. Livingston, 
the president of the state alliance, de- 
nounce the party and say that there is 
no difference between it and the repub- 
lican party—the party of robbery, cor- 
ruption, sectional hate, extravagance, high 
tariff, high taxes, contracted eurrency and 
monopoly ? Does President Polk, of the 
national alliance say so? Do the great 
mass of the alliancemen of the state say 
80? Emphatically, no! 

They realize the fact that the demo- 
cratic party has not been in full power 
since the war, and is no more to be 
blamed for the evils of legislation since 
that time than the alliance or any other 
organization. 

“If there is a third party,’’ said Pre- 
sident Polk, ‘it will be due to the 
domineering, proscriptive and intolerant 
spirit of the so-called democratic leaders,’’ 

In other words there will be no third 
party in the south if the democratic 
party will recognize the justice of the 
demands for reform which the people are 
making. 

The democratic party being the party 
of the people, and, being composed, as 
it is, chiefly of the farmers of the south 
will, of course, take up the popular de- 
mand for relief and spurn the efforts 
which are being made to divide it. 

President Livingston, who was elected 
to congress from this district by the 
democracy, occupies the proper ground in 
saying by his position, ‘“‘We are demo- 
crats, and out of the democratic party 
we will work our relief. If it refuses to 
listen to us then the fault is not ours, 
but let us give our party the fair trial 
it is entitled to. Its demands and ours 
are almost identical, it has been the 
party of the people, and now let us, as 
alliancemen, see that it continues its 
work for the people by taking up our 
fight for their relief.” 

This is a very different position from 
that assumed by Mr. Watson. — 

Congressman Moses, who is an earnest 


allianceman, expresses the situation when. 


he says: . 
If you go into the third party now it will be your 


and this fact makes certain politicians | 
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in cutting loose from the practice of law. 
We printed Mr. Watson’s card in full in 
our Sunday’s issue, but for fear some of 
our readers failed to see it, and with the 
purpose to do him full justice, we give 
him the benefit of liberal quotation from 
his card on that subject. He said, re- 
ferring to this matter: 


The Milledgeville speech had no relation to the 
matter whatever. The shortcomings of our pro- 
fession were lféld up to censure just as I held up 
the shortcomings of other professions. In fact 
the only portion of the speech which may be fairly 
called extravagant is that wherein I eulogize the 
legal profession. The state of Georgia can boast 
of no better or grander men than some of her law- 
yers. For fifteen yearsI have practiced in the 
courts with my brothren of the Northern and Au- 
gusta circuits. A finer lot of gentlemen than they 
are, is not to be found anywhere. 

I have never said I wasleaving the profession 
because it was degraded. I have never said any- 
thing which could be tortured into that meaning. 

As far back as August, 1890, I told Mr. J. J. 
Hyams, of The Augusta Evening News, that I ex- 
pected to retire from the practice, and he so re- 
ported me in his paper. The sale of the few law 
books I had collected since my library was burnt 
simply meant that I was carrying out the inten- 
tion expressed to Mr. Hyams last August. I have 
not taken any law business this year excepting a 
very few cases from old clients or friends. 

The reason for my action is simply this: While 
lam a representative, loughtto give my whole 
time to my duties; and when I cease to be arepre- 
sentative, Ican find work more congenial than 
the practice of law. 

At the fall “riding’’* I expect to get rid of the 
cases I now bave on hand. When that is done, if 
Iam convinced that I can best do my work in the 
ranks of the alliance, I will ask to be received. As 
to running for office in the order, I have no such 
intention and have never had. 

If my life is spared I shall give its best years to 
the work of bettering the condition of our people. 


We have no right to misconstrue Mr. 
Watson’s motives for Jeaving the profes- 
sion. He has a perfect right to do what 
he chooses on that line. But we trust 
he will not confuse what he has to} say 
in public about the democratic party, and 
the formation of a third party with any 
remarks we have made about his tem- 
porary retirement from jthe practice of 
law. We assert that he has a perfect 
right to do just as he pleases about what 
he will do as an individual. No man 
has the right to question his motives on 
that line; but when he chooses to assault 
the democratic party and advises the pub- 
lic to look to a new party—others  be- 
sides himself are interested, and he may 
expect to be critised. 


A Discredited Biographer. 

We agree with The Boston Herald in its 
summing up of the controversy between 
Colonel A. K. McClure and John G. Nicolay 
in regard to Lincoln’s wishes in the matter 
of renominating a successor to Vice Presi- 
dent Hamlin. ‘It strikes us,’’ says our 
contemporary, ‘‘that Mr. Nicolay has in- 
jured himself more than any one else by the 
position he has taken. He was sincere, 
probably, and meant well, but he has only 
succeeded in proving that he was mistaken 
in supposing himself to be in the confidence 
of President Lincoln on this point.’’ 

There can be no doubt of this, and it has 
a wider and more important bearing than 
The Herald has seen fit to giveit. The tone 
and temper with which Nicolay opened his 
inglorious controversy with Colonel McClure 
show beyond question that he is mainly re- 
sponsible for the coarse and crude affair 
known asthe ‘‘Life of Abraham Lincoln.”’ 
John Hay’s name is on the title page, but 
there is little in the eleven volumes to stand 
for Hay’s scholarship and literary art. The 
very title of the affair isa misnomer. It is 
not in any sense a life of Abraham Lincoln, 
but a rancorous rehash of the political con- 
troversies that led up to and attended the 
progress of the war. A more painful failure 
in all directions, except that of pecuniary 
profit, was never issued from the press. 
When cumbrous sections of the affair were 
passing through The Century Magazine, Tur 
CONSTITUTION took occasion to point out 
the coarseness and crudeness with which the 
material washandled. All that the so-called 
‘*Life’’ amounts to is constant and fulsome 
eulogy of Lincoln, varied by uncalled-for at- 
tacks on everybody who had seen proper to 
differ with him in the course of his political 
career. 

In all the eleven volumes there is not a 
glimmer of biography in the larger sense, 
and there is not a single hint or suggestion 
going to show that either Nicolay or Hay 
understood and appreciated the rare and fine 
personality of Lincoln, or that they had the 
slightest sympathy with those remarkable 
qualities which make up a figure at once 
unique and typical. Throughout the book 
the real Lincoln is hid behind a dreary mass 
of political and military details, and ma- 
licious attacks on men long since dead. 

Colonel McClure has already demonstrated 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that Nicolay 
did not possess the confidence of Lincoln, 
and this fact shows that the “Life of 
Lincoln’’ is worthless as a biography. 


Southern Educational Progress. 


Our northern contemporaries have always 
measured the progress of the different sec- 
tions of the country by their educational 
advancement. 

We can afford to be satisfied with this 
standard in the light of recent revelations. 
According to census bulletin 84, it appears 
that every southern state within the past 
ten years has gained more in school enroll- 
ment than in population, while twenty-one 
northern states have allowed their increase 
in population torun ahead of their school 
attendance. 

A few facts and figures concerning southern 
schools will be of interest. Alabama gains 20 
per cent in population and 61 per cent in school 
children. Florida’s increase is 110 per cent. 
Georgia with 19 per cent more inhabitants 
has 44 per cent more students. Louisiana 
has 58 percent more, Mississippi has 48, 
with only 13 per cent gain in population. 
In South Carolina the figures are 15 and 50, 
in Texas 40 and 133. \ Virginia gains 10 per 
cent of population and 55 per cent of school 
enrollment. New Mexico, a territory kept 
out of the union for flliteracy, has a gain in 
population of 28 per cent and a gain of 283 
per cent in school children.

A Chapter of Washington Life. 

Now, that the work of the census bureau 
is nearly finished, thousands of clerks in 
Washington are being discharged. 

Five hundred of these clerks have been 
fired, and a thousand more will go the last 
of the month. About seventeen hundred 
will be left, but in three months very few of 
them will remain in position. 

When these clerks went to work they 
thought their fortunes were made, They 
came from every state in the union to get a 
taste of official life. It seemeda big thing 
to serve the government, Most of them 
were copyists at $75 a month. They ex- 
pected to save something and rise to better 
paid positions. After a brief season of hard 
work they find themselves withont a cent 
and without a job. Government clerks on 
$75 a month in Washington never save any- 
thing. The few who ‘have not been dis- 
charged are demoralized and utterly miser- 


able. They look each morning for the little - 


note which is to notify them that their 
services are no longer needed after that day. 

It is a wretched life. The hosts of bright 
youngsters from the country at large who 
secure government clerkships soon become 
unfitted for other lines of employment. 
They cling as long as possible to their posi- 
tions, and when they are dismissed they 
hang around until they get reinstated, or 
try something else. This is the case with 
the majority, but some of the more sensible 
make a break for home and try to throw off 
and forget the influences of bureau life. 

It is conceded by all who have any knowl- 
edge of the situation that the government 
clerks at the national capital are not to be 
envied. They hold their places by an un- 
certain tenure, and the associations- they 
form make it practically impossible to save 
a few dollars fora rainy day. The young 
man in a country town who listens to an 
offer from his congressman of a Washington 
clerkship makes a great mistake. Let him 
clerk in a grocery store, learn a trade or go 
to work on a farm, and there will be some 
hope for him. But the moment he becomes 
an insignificant part of the big government 
machine he blasts all his prospects. 


The “Know-All” Family. 

The Richmond Times quotes with sur- 
prise the declaration of Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son that the white men of the south really 
know nothing of the negro. The surprise 
of The Times does not grow out of the fact 
that Mr. Atkinson believes the whites of 
the south to be ignorant of the negro, but 
out of the factthata man of such ability 
and experience as the Boston publicist 
should put such a declaration in print. 

What Mr. Atkinson means, of course, is 
that the people of the north understand the 
negro much better than the whites of the 
south do; that they know more about the 
situation here; and that they alone can 
properly solve what is called the negro prob- 
lem. THE CONSTITUTION did not answer 
Mr. Atkinson’s letter on this point with any 
degree of particularity or patience, for we 
are bound to confess that it is irritating to a 
serious mind to find a man of such attain- 
ments falling sofar below the philosophical 
demands of the subject, and droppitg so 
easily and complacently into the dialect of 
the partisan republicans. Some of the 
comments which our Richmond contempo- 
rary is moved to make are worthy of repro- 
duction: 

Mr. Atkinson and other men of prominence at 
the north understand the negro more thoroughly, 
although they have had no opportunities of study- 
ing his character, than men of equal intelligence 
at the south whose lives have been passed in inti- 
mate contact with the negro from thelr child- 
hood, and who have been forced by the over- 
shadowing importance of the problem created by 
his presence to examine with painful care into all 
the conditions of that problem, with a view to its 
proper solution. 

This is the most curious phase of the northern 
attitude toward the southern negro—the cool 
er 5 that the southern whites are ignorant 
aud bdind in their conception of negrocharacter, 
while the northern whites, a very large propor- 
tion of whom have never seen a negro, are fully 
and accurately informed as to that character. 

The very first law of evidence is violated in such 
an audacious assumption as this. If Mr. Atkin- 
son were 6orrect in the idea which he has ad- 
vanced, the witnesses who are introduced into 
court would not be those who are actually cogni- 
zant of the facts in question by direct and pro- 
longed observation, but those who have never had 
an opportunity of observing those facts at all, but 
who, nevertheless, believe in spite of reason and 
truth that they are competent to testify. 

That aman as accomplished as Mr. Atkinson, 
and as practical in other branches of thought and 
inquiry, should take so untenable a position as 
this, is one of the most curious of moral and in- 
tellectual phenomena, It is not confined to him- 
self. His opinion is shared by the greater pra- 
portion of the persons in his section, however 
liberal and reasonable they may be in other re- 
spects. 

The trouble with Mr. Atkinson and a 
great many other well-meaning and fair- 


minded northern men is that their precon- 


ceived theories about the south and the 
negro are dearer to them than any facts 
they can get from the southern people. A 
theory that has been nursed and petted for 
years is never surrendered without a strug- 
gle. We have characterized these northern 
men as fair minded. From their point of 
view they certainly are. They have their 
theories about the south and the negro, and 
they refuse to believe the statements of fact 
which they find in THe ConstTITuTIon and 
other southern newspapers. And yet, we 
have observed that when northern men are 
brought face to face with these facts—in 
daily contact with them—their pet theories 
about the negro are not slow to take wings. 
All that Mr. Atkinson needs to convert 
him—or, rather, to show him that the situ- 
ation here is precisely as THe ConsrTiTv- 
TION has described it—is to take up his 
abode here, as other northern men have 
done, and seefor himself. Such letters as 
he is writing to Tum CONSTITUTION do no 
credit to his ability or his common sense.

In the heat and flurry of the financial dis- 
cussion which keeps every tongue wagging 
from one end of the country to the other 
some very important points are liable to be 
mis understood.

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Now, this is the talk of a sensible busi- 
ness man—a man who is both a creditor and 
a debtor, just as most of us are. He has 
no use for a depreciated currency, because, 
in the first place, it would not be honest 
money, and because, in the second place, it 
would be of no benefit to him, as what lit- 
tle advantage he might gain by paying 
his creditors in such money would be 
balanced or more than balanced by the 
drawback of receiving the same trash 
from his debtors. Nor are business men 
alone in holding these views. The farmers 
of the country are creditors as well as debt- 
ors, and they want a sound currency. There 
is not a more honest and conservative class 
in the world, and they would be the very 
last to endorse a doubtful scheme of in- 
flation. 

The advocates of free silver know by past 
experience that silver is the people’s money, 
that it has formed a part of the double 
standard of civilized nations for 4,000 years, 
and that its outlawry is the outcome of un- 
natural and arbitrary conditions brought 
about by combinations of capitalists. Their 
demand for financial reform is simply a 
movement to restore to the people the hon- 
est money of their fathers, with a per capita 
circulation,that will answer the legitimate 
demands of our growing population and in- 
creasing volume of business. This is why 
there is a call for the double standard.

He saw that to reach Kilpatrick 
he would be compelled to pass over an almost open 
plain for fully three-quarters of a mile, exposed 
to the fire of the confederates. “It flashed upon 
me,” says General Alger, “that the attempt would 
result in certain death, and I was on the point of 
refusing to obey, when it occurred to me that I 
dared not display any indication of cowardice in 
the presence of my command. Leaving my horse 
and command, which were stationed behind a 
small rise in the ground, I started on foot. The mo- 
ment I appeared I was greeted with a volley, and 
the dirt flew around, but I was unhurt. At this 
the confederates cheered,and in a moment the shot 
flew thick about me for a second time, but not one 
touched me. There was another cheer from the 
confederates, but I kept going. I was so badly 
frightened that I dared not even look to the right 
or the left. Every moment I looked for another vol- 
ley, and felt that I could not escape again. Not 
another shot was fired, and during the fifteen 
minutes that elapsed while I was in range of their 
guns, round after round of cheers greeted me, but 
not a bullet was sent afterme. I reached General 
Kilpatrick in safety, and from that day to this 
have sought to ascertain the name of the con- 
federates whose men spared my life.

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THE RECEIVERSHIP GOES TO THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


The Case for Contempt Remains SBefore 
Judge Gober—The Evidence—Mr. Eyan 
in Support of His Answer. 


The Ryan case was called before Judge 
Gober again yesterday morning. 

A motion to continue was the first step in 
the day’s proceedings. 

And it was made by Mr. Ryan’s attorneys. 

When the case was called Mr. Walter R. 
Brown, one of Mr. Ryan’s attorneys, did not 
occupy his usual place beside his client. 

Judge Gober was on the bench. 

Judge Hopkins and Colonel Cox were seated 
near Mr. Ryan. 

The large array of counsel for the creditors 
and for the receiver were in their place, but 
Mr. Brown was absent. 

Colonel Cox stated to the court that Mr. 
Brown had gone to meet Judge Marshall 
Clarke at Dalton to get him to sign the bill of 
exceptions taken to the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. On account of his absence Colonel 
Cox moved the court to continue the case 
until his return. 

The motion was resisted on the ground that 
plenty of time had beon allowed to have the 
bill signed. 

Mr. Spalding read a telegram from Mr. 
Alex King stating that Judge Clarke had 
signed the bill of exceptions{with a statutory 
certificate ruling that it would not operate as 
&@ supersedeas and that the case before Judge 
Gober could proceed. 

The judge overruied’/the motion and the 
case proceeded. 

A large number of affidavits, which had 
been previously read on the application fora 
receiver, were again read. 

The affidavits went toshow the amount of 
business done by Mr. Ryan, the representa- 
tion he made in regard to his business and the 
general method in which :it was conducted. 

Many objections were raised to the affidavits 
by Colonel Cox, but only a small portion of 
some of them were excluded. A record of in- 
voices kept in a day book was in- 
troduced to. show the difference be- 
tween the amount of goods purchased 
during the first months of 1890 and 1891. The 
book showed that, from the lst of April to the 
26th of May, 1891, $264,000 worth of goods were 
purchased, the corresponding period of last 
year showing about one-third as mucha. The 
book showing the account of John F. Ryan, 
which amounted to over $8,000 and which, on 
the 26th of May was marked settled by salary 
$9,032, was introduced; also, the account of 
S. A. Ryan with John Ryan’s Sons for the 
year 1887—the amount being $2,061 with some 
credits. 

There were introduced also: 

Certificate of the tax receiver that A. J. 
Ryan, C. I. Ryan, Arthur Cree and Gus Ryan 
had made no return of property for taxation. 
Certificate of the collector that they paid no 
taxes on property in 1890. George M. Down’s 
return of $500 real estate for taxation. LEsti- 
mates of what the amount of business done by 
John Ryan’s Sons, on aftidavits of R. E. 
O’Donnelly, H. 8. Johnson and John Morris; 
the estimates being from $3,500 to $4,000 per 


day. 

Affidavit of Courtland Pretty, head of the 
hosiery department, that on some days the 
sales amounted to $500, of Hunter C. Pretty, 
thatin the gent’s furnishing goods depart- 
ment, the sales averaged $150 per day. 

The bank deposit slips were then put in eyi- 
dence, and Colonel Hammond announced to 
the court that the movants would close for 
the present. The court adjourned until 2 

‘clock. 
_ The Fight of the Day. 

When Judge Gober called the court to order 
in the afternoon Mr. Brown was at his client’s 
side. 

Judge Hopkins arose, and it was evident 
from the books surrounding him that the legal 
fight of the day was on. 

‘“‘We havea matter to bring before your 
honor,” said he, ‘‘that we consider of the ut- 
most gravity, Mr. Brown has returned. He 
comes with the bill of exceptions to the ap- 
pointment of the receiver and the granting of 
the restraining order, certified to by the judge, 
and we maintain that under the law 
the jurisdiction of this court has ceased, 
and it is now before the supreme court. The 
question involves the liberty of our client, 
whom the movants in thiscase are endeavor- 
ing to jail, and is especially deserving of your 
honor’s consideration.”’ 

Judge Hopkins then cited the authorities, 
making a strong argument against the juris- 
diction of the court since the bill of excep. 
tions. 

‘‘Has the bill of exceptions been filed ?’”’ said 
Colonel Hammond. ‘Let me see it.”’ 

When the bill was handed him, after read- 
ing a portion of the exceptions. Slow and dis- 
tinctly Colonel Hammond read the pauper’s 
aftidavit sworn to by Mr. Ryan in order to take 
the case to the supreme court. 

Instinctively many glanced atthe respon- 
dent, once the merchant prince of Atlanta, 
who now under the forms wisely provided for 
the indigent sought tocarry his case tothe 
supreime court. 

Colonel Hammond argued that the court had 
not lost its jurisdiction, and showed the em- 
barrassing position the case would be left in if 
such was the result of Judge Clarke’s action. 

“*Tf,”’ said he, “‘such were the law, all a man 
would have to do would be to come on bended 
knee in form of a pauper, take the case to the 
supreme court, and the assets might be scat- 
tered to the winds. Wedon’t want to jail any$ 
body. We want him to surrender like a little 
man and stay out of jail.’’ 

Mr. Lumpkin read the authorities, present- 
ing the movant’s side of: the question in a 
clear and logical manner. 

“If the order,”’ said Judge Gober, ‘‘was to 
act as a supersedeas, the judge certifying the 
bill of exceptions must decide it. You can go 
on, gentlemen, for the respondents.”’

ZHE QUESTION OF LOCAL OPTION 
MADE PROMINENT. 


Benator Lane’s Bill About County Boards of 
Equalization—Gossip About the 
Halls of Legislation, 


Local option had a severe strain in the 
Benate yesterday. 

A house bill, especially championed by 
Senator Todd, came up as a special order at 11 
o'clock. The intent of the sponsors of the bill 
appeared to be that there should be no liquor 
selling within three miles of any church or 
schoolhouse in the state, but that the law 
should not apply to incorporated cities or 
towns. 

If the language of the bill had been adhered 
to, a church in Fulton county, just outside the 
city limits, would have suppressed liquor sell- 
ing in Atlanta. To cure this apparent defect, 
Senator Cabaniss moved an amendment to 
forbid any interference with towns and cities, 
which was adopted. Then the. gentle- 
man who knows bis own district, 
Mr. Candler, moved to amend 
by adding private schools to public schools, he 
saying that his intent was to reach two schools, 
one under Methodist and the other under Bap- 
tist auspices. The amendment carried with 
no opposition. ares 

Another amenament did not fare so well. 
Mr. Vincent stated that the United States law 
obliged distillers to sell at the distillery, and 
he offered an amendment authorizing these 
distillers to sell in original packages of not less 
than ten gallons. The amendment was de- 
feated. ‘ 

Mr. Smith, of the twenty-cighth district, 
wanted to amend the bill by providing 
that no city or town with less 
than 300 inhabitants can have the benefit of 
this act whether incorporated or not. This 
amendment caused very vehement opposition, 
so much so that Mr. Smith withdrew it. 

Then Mr. Terrell moved that the law should 
not go into effect in any county until the grand 
jury had passed upon the matter upon the ap- 
plication of those who at the time might be in 


control of the several schools and churches. - 


His motion was defeated by 7 to 28, and then 
the bill passed by 31 to 8. 

As there are amendments to the house bill 
it will have to go to the house for concurrence. 
THE BILL I8 PASSED. 

The following is the bill as it passed the 


senate: 

A bill to be entitled “An act to prohibit the sale 
of spirituous, alcoholic or malt liquors within a 
radius of three miles of any church or public or 
private schoolhouse in the state of Georgia; pro- 
vided its provisions shall not apply to any in- 
corporated city or town in this state.”’ 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, That from and after 
the passage of this act it shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to sell, vend, or to offer to sell or 
vend, any spirituous, alcoholic or malt liquors in 
any quantities within aradius of three miles of 
any church or public or private schoolhouse in 
the state of Georgia; provided that the provisions 
of this act shall not apply to any incorporated 
town or city in this state. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, That any person 
or persons who shall violate the provisions of this 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished as pre- 
scribed in section 4310 of the code of Georgia of 
1882; provided, that the provisions of this act 
shall not apply to any person or pergons now sell 
ing liquors under a license until such license 
shall have expired. 

Provided further, That nothing in this act shall 
be construed to prohibit the sale of domestic 
wines, ; 

Board of Equalization. 


Immediately after the routine business in 
the senate the special, order which was Mr. 
Lane’s bill to provide for a board of equaliza- 
tion of real and personal property subject to 
taxation, was taken up. The  Diil 
provides for the appointment of five 
assessors to be freeholders by the 
ordinary and county commissioners of counties, 
who shall fixa value upon all property re- 
turned. Efforts were made to defeat the bill 
by amendments and special, though unsuccess- 
ful, exertions were resorted to so as to reduce 
the compensation of the asessors from $3 
to $1. All failed and the bill 
was passed with some amendments, all con- 
curred in by Dr. Lane. 

The following is the bill as passed: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia, That the commissioners of roads and 
revenue, or in case there are no such commission- 
ers, then the ordinaries of the counties of this 
state, shall, on or before the first day of April next, 
and annually thereafter, appoint five upright and 
intelligent citizens, all of whom shall be freehold- 
ers of their counties, who shall constitute a board of 
equalization for said counties of all prcperty, real 
and personal, subject to taxation in their counties. 
The persons appointed shall, before entering 
upon the discharge of the duties of their office, 
take an oath before the commissioners of roads 
and revenue, or ordinary, to faithfully and impar- 
tially discharge the duties of their office, ‘They 
shall each receive as compensation the sum of $3 
per day while engaged in the discharge of their 
official duties, to be paid out of the treasury of 
their county, upon the draft of the commissioners 
of roads and revenue, or the ordinary. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, It shall be the 
duty of said board of equalization to meet at the 
office of the receiver of tax returns, at the county 
site, on the first Monday in May of each year, and 
from day to day,and from time to time,as the 
duties of their office may require. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, It shall be the 
duty of said board of equalization to review all 
returns of real and personal property made to the 
receiver of tax returns to their county, and when- 
ever any person or persons, or body corporate, 
whose duty it is to make returns to said receiver 
of any kind of property subject to taxation by the 
laws of this state, have failed or shall fail to re- 
turn the whole or any part thereof at the true

FORMED THE BASIS OF AN INTER- 
ESTING DISCUSSION. 


Physicians and Prescription Clerks Must Not 
Get Drunk—The Criminal Court 
of Atlanta. 


The most interesting discussion in the house 
yesterday was on a bill by Mr. Baldwin to pro- 
hibit physicians or prescription clerks, who 
get drunk or are addicted to the opium habit, 
from practicing their professions. The bill 
made the first offense punishable by a fine of 
$200 to $500, and for the second the doctor or 
drug clerk forfeited his license. The doctor. or 
drug clerk by keeping sober fortwo years 
could be reinstated, and if again found guilty, 
he falls “like Lucifer—never to hope again.” 

Mr. Johnson wanted to amend by having the 
law apply only when doctors were in actual 
service or offering their services. He said if a 
doctor went off on a frolic and took too much 
he ought not to be made to suffer such a harsh 
penalty. 

Mr. Everett said his family physician some- 
times took too much. He did not want to give 
him up. 

Mr. Maddox, Mr. Chappell and others took 
part in the discussion. Mr. Johnson’s amend- 
ment was agreed toand the bill was passed 
by yeas, 93; nays, 52, and was ordered im- 

mediately trahsmitted to the senate. 

Mr. Lewis got the floor, and moved a recon- 
sideration of the order to transmit. He spoke, 
as he confessed, against time, until the hour 
of adjournment, and will have the floor when 
the house meets this morning. 

The Insurance Bill. 


Mr. Whitfield moved a reconsideration of 
the action of the house in recommitting the 
insurance bil], and spoke in support of his mo- 
tion. He wanted the bill taken up and passed. 
It aimed to abolish rhonopoly. The substitute 
provided for an insurance commission to fix 
maximum rates. 

Mr. Lewis, the author of the substitute, 
spoke. His substitute had never been consid- 
ered by the finance committee. That commit- 
tee refused to even hear his bill read for in- 
formation as a part of his remarks. He 
wanted both bills to go to the committee. The 
senate bill, advocated by Mr. Whittield, had 
been railroaded through the senate and the 
effort was to railroad it through the house. It 
was not perfected, and if passed would be a 
nondescript. 

Mr. Whitfield objected to the substitute, as 
it provided that the insurance commissioner 
would be paid by a tax on the insurance com- 
panies. 

Mr. Fleming spoke of sending both bills to 
the committee, as it was evident they needed 
further consideration in committee. 

The motion to reconsider was lost, the vote 
being yeas, 55; nays, 90;so the bill goes back 
to the committee. 

The Criminal Court. 

Yesterday the house passed the bill establish- 
ing the criminal court of Atlanta. This bill 
has been explained in THE CONSTITUTION. It 
simply divides the city court and takes the 
criminal business. The solicitor of the city 
court is transferred, but there will be a new 
judge for the criminal court. 

A Labor Bill. 


On motion of Mr. Smith of Decatur, the fol- - 


lowing bill was made the special order for 

Wednesday next: 

A bill, to be entitled an act to make penal the 
non-compliance of laborers or others. with their 
contracts, where advances have been» made 
them on their false promise to pay for the same 
in labor or other service. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia, That if any person shall fraudulently 
obtain from another any money, goods or other 
thing of value, on promise to pay for the same 
in personal labor or service rendered, and shall 
fail to perform such labor or service, or fail to pay 
the agreed — for the advances thus made, on 
demand and opportunity given to do so, or shall 
abscond or run away, and thus prevent such de- 
mand being made, by which individuals, or an in- 
dividual, or corporation suffers loss and is cheated 
and defrauded, such person so offending shall be 
deemed a common cheat and swindler, and on 
conviction shall be punished as provided in sec- 
tion 4310 of the code. :

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—The general indisposition to 
operate in the stock market has grown to such propor- 
tions that even traders are complaining that fluctua- 
tions are insufficient to afford a chance of profit on 
either side, and the outside public are out entirely, so 
that the commission business transacted is almost 
nothing. The dullness and stagnation in the market 
today were equal to anything seen of late, and trading 
was more barren of feature than formonths. The only 
important movement wasa decline in Cordage, while 
no animation was shown in anything tradedin. The 
invitation of the postmaster general for bids for carry- 
ing the mails helped Pacific Mail at the opening, but 
ite influence was soon lost. The final gain of the stock 
is asmall fraction. Burlington showed evidence of 
more interest than any other stock on the regular list, 
though St. Paul, as usual, was more active, but in 
neither was the extreme fluctuation for the day for 
more than a fraction. The general market opened 
firm under the influence of a few foreign-buying orders, 
but became heavy immediately, losing almost all ad- 
vantage, and. while, presenting a firm front during the 
afternoon, the changes in quotations were so insignifi- 
cant that the final changes are for the smallest frac- 
tions only, except in Cordage, which is down 1\4. The 
close was dulland steady.

IN A COFFEE POT, — 


A SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD BOY MADE 
WHISKY. 
He Is Arrested a Year Afterwards—Tried 
and Placed in Jail—Released on Bond 
and Lost in Atlanta. 


Jasper Marion Monroe is the name of & six- 
teen-year-old country boy, as green and gawky 
as could be found in the state. 

Yet he has a face that shows that sturdy 
honesty and truth of Georgia’s sons of soil— 
those who are known as Georgia’s crackers. 

His story is interesting, and the story is due 
to United States employes. 

Yesterday morning he was in jail. Yester- 
day afternoon he was free, but lost in Atlanta, 
without a cent in his pocket, a friend in the 
city or an idea in his head, 

Today, thanks to a kind and generous people, 
he/will be at his home. 

He lives with his parents twelve miles from 
Tallapoosa. Monday he' was arrested by a 
revenue officer for illicit distilling. 

It was charged that just one yearugo the hoy 
made some whisky in a tin coffee pot. He 
was brought to Atlanta Tuesday and tried on 
the charge. He was found guilty and bound 
over under aone hundred dollar bond. He 
was carried to jail, the papers were sent to 
Tallapoosa, signed and retarned yesterday. 
The boy was released at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, after having been in jail just 
twenty-four hours. 

He hadn’t a cent, and didn’t know which 
way togo. A perfect specimen of a country 
boy, never before in acity, and without the 
slightest idea of what steps to take to get 
home. 

He found his way to the police station. He 
remained there all the afternoon, and just 
after night some of the officers began talking 
tolim. In a simple, straightforward man- 
ner, he told his story. Besides that of the 
arrest and trial he answered many questions 
put to him, talking in regular country dia- 
lect. 

Here is the substance of what he said: 

A year agohe tookasmall tin coffee pot 
and made a little whisky for himself—not 
enough to ‘do any good.’’ He thought noth- 
ing of it and heard nothing ofit until Monday, 
when he was arrested, the only charge being 
that he made a little whisky in a coffee pot a 
year before. 

This he admitted tothe officer and to the 
judze atthetrial. He wouldn’t lie about it, 

ut he says the officer did. 

‘‘He swore that he seen me chunk up the 
fire and put the beer in the coffee pot,” said 
he, ‘‘and I know nobody seen me. The only 
reason he knew it was because I didn’t think 
they could arrest me for that, and didn’t make 

6 bones of saying that I made some whisky 
in a coffee pot. I reckon he hearn me say 80, 
and then he arrested me and come up here ter 
Atlanty and swore he seed me.”’ 

The boy talked freely, answering all ques- 
tions, and telling of his life. He hadn’t a cent 
to get supper with, and although free, was in 
almost as bad a fix as if locked up. 

As he talked quite a group gathered around 
him. Finally, one said: ‘‘Let’s pay his way 
home.’ Every one was touched by the story, 
and in a few minutes the boy was given money 
to buy his ticket. He wastold to goto the 
car shed, a distance of 100 yards, and buy his 
ticket. 

**T’m skeered I’1l get lost,’’ was his reply. 

He was taken in charge, and piloted to the 
depot. He was carried into Durand’s restau- 
rant, and Mr. C. C. Kernodle, the manager, 
hearing the story, sat the boy down and told 
him to order what he pleased. 

He didn’t dnow what he wanted, but he 
soon had a big pile of dishes before him. 

To watch him eat was a delight to the spec- 
tators, and the way the supper disappeared 
was a marvel. 

It was then 9o0’clock. The train for Talla- 
poosa didn’t leave unfilil o’clock, but the boy 
wouldn’t get more than twenty feet from the 
carshed, saying he was afraid he would get 
lost. His ticket was bought for him, and he 
was put in charge of the conductor of the train, 
with instructions to put him off at Tallapoosa. -
